Benefit cheat gran, 75, 
tagged for hiding £57k

A 75-YEAR-OLD grandmother who stole more 
than £10,000 from taxpayers has become one 
of the oldest people in the UK to be ordered to 
wear an electronic tag. 

Fraudster Iris Marsh had the ankle device fit¬ 
ted after admitting to claiming housing benefits 
despite having £57,000 stashed away in secret 
bank accounts for three years, during which 
time her lifestyle included ‘many holidays over¬ 
seas’. 

On Tuesday, Luton Magistrates’ Court ordered 
that she does not venture further than the front 
or rear garden of her home in Birchen Grove, 
Luton, between the hours of 7pm and 7am 
every day for three months. 

She had pleaded guilty to a charge of dishon¬ 
estly furnishing a false document to Luton 
Borough Council to obtain benefits and, along 
with her curfew, was handed a six week prison 
sentence suspended for three months. 

There is no upper age limit for offenders being 
tagged. 

In 2001, the Home Office said an 81-year-old 
who was electronically tagged after repeatedly 
driving his car while disqualified was ‘the oldest 
we have heard of being tagged by quite a long 
way’. The next reported oldest was in 2008 when 
a 73-year-old great-grandad was tagged after 
failing to report a car crash in which a girl was 
seriously hurt. 

When council investigators began looking into 
Marsh’s case they discovered she had three 
undisclosed bank accounts containing different 
sums of money which at one point totalled 
£57,736. These funds dwindled over time owing 
to her lifestyle which saw her frequently take 



holidays abroad. By the time investigators had 
caught up with her, Marsh had fraudulently 
received housing benefit payments totalling 
£10,797 over three years. 

Councillor Robin Harris said: “Our methods of 
detection are improving all the time and we will 
catch up with fraudsters, no matter how long it 
takes. 

“Cheating your way into receiving more bene¬ 
fits than you should be receiving is completely 
dishonest; if you are found guilty you will auto¬ 
matically receive a criminal record - and that’s 
just for starters.” 

Magistrates also ordered Marsh to repay the 
funds, along with £220 towards prosecution 
costs.

Bomber’s widow 
arrested by cops 
on plot charges 

THE wife of the man who blew himself up in 
Stockholm was this week arrested on 
suspicion of helping him plot the attack. 

Mona Thwany, 28, the wife of Taimour 
Abdulwahab al-Abdaly, was on Tuesday 
arrested at a Luton house, the location of 
which has not been disclosed by police. 

Al-Abdaly killed himself in a botched suicide 
attack on December 11 last year after a car 
bomb he made failed to go off in a busy high 
street packed with Christmas shoppers. 

He left his wife and three children at home in 
Argyll Avenue, Luton, and went to Sweden 
where he loaded his car with gas canisters and 
travelled to Stockholm with the intent to carry 
out a terrorist attack, but only killed himself. 

His wife told the media at the time that she 
knew nothing of his plans. 

Iraqi-born al-Abdaly graduated from the 
University of Luton - now known as the 
University of Bedfordshire - with a BSc in 
sports therapy. His wife graduated from the 
same university. 

A Metropolitan Police spokesman said: “A 28- 
year-old woman arrested on suspicion of 
preparation of terrorist acts was taken to a 
Central London Police station and has been 
bailed until mid-November pending further 
enquiries.” Search warrants were also issued at 
two properties in Luton.

Police ‘sorry’ as PC is cleared 
of causing pedestrians’ death

POLICE have apologised for the 
death of two Algerian men after 
they were killed when a Panda car 
mounted the kerb. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andrew 
Richer said Bedfordshire Police 
were ‘sorry’ in a statement after a 
jury at St Albans Crown Court this 
week unanimously found a PC not 
guilty of causing their deaths by 
dangerous driving. 

As the result was read out on 
Wednesday, PC Kerry Smith, 25, 
put his head in his hands and 
friends and family in the public 
gallery burst into tears. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women also cleared him of alterna¬ 
tive lesser charges of causing death 
by careless driving, dangerous 
driving and careless driving. They 
considered their verdicts for three 
and a half hours. 

The officer and a colleague were 
responding to an emergency call 
after receiving a report that three 
men were armed with a gun in 
Wedgewood Road, Luton, at 
11.50pm, on June 4, 2010. 


Giving evidence, PC Smith said 
that with his blue lights flashing 
and siren sounding he drove up 
Leagrave Road, he overtook a 
Vauxhall Astra that had pulled over 
before approaching a Toyota Celica 
driven by chef Nizam Uddin. 

PC Smith said the Celica indicat¬ 
ed it was turning right into Holland 
Road, but he believed that when 
Mr Uddin saw his lights he turned 
off the indicator and turned back to 
the left to let him pass. 

He said the Celica then pulled out 
to the right in front of him. The cars 
crashed and Mr Uddin’s car went 
down the road while the police 1.4 
litre diesel Astra mounted the kerb. 

It hit and killed Algerians Reda 
Lecheheb, 35, and Sidali Melal, 27, 
who had been out for a meal with 
two friends. The police Astra 
crashed through garden walls and 
smashed into the front of a ter¬ 
raced house. 

In the witness box the officer 
said he was a trained Standard 
Response Driver with a clean 
licence, having passed his test when 
he was 19. 

Since the crash he said he had 
been treated for a nervous break-

down, post traumatic stress and 
depression. When he received the 
emergency call he said he would 
have been driving the car along 
Leagrave Road at between 50 and 
60 miles per hour. 


Asked by his barrister Mark 
Fennels how he felt about the acci¬ 
dent he said: “I can’t even imagine 
how the families are feeling 
because of the loss of two people.” 

Earlier Mr Uddin, who works as a 
chef in Tring, refused to answer 
questions about whether he was on a 
mobile phone at the time of the 
crash. 

ACC Richer said in a statement: 
‘On behalf of all staff and officers at 
Bedfordshire Police, I would like to 
say we are sorry that Reda 
Lecheheb and Sidali Melal both 
died after being hit by a police 
vehicle last year. The aim of all 
police officers is to protect life and 
serve the public. When innocent 
people are killed or hurt, however 
unintentionally, by officers, it 
causes great sadness to all mem¬ 
bers of the police service. 

‘Two men have died and a young 
officer who was responding to a 
999 emergency must live with the 
consequences of this incident for 
the rest of his life. I hope that fol¬ 
lowing this court case, the family 
and friends of Reda and Sidali at 
least know more about what hap¬ 
pened on that night.’ 


MP sad to lose constituents in border shake-up 


Murder trial date set 

THE man accused of murdering a mother of 
three at her home has been told his trial will not 
be able to take place until next April. 

Shobhna Jethwa, 44, was found dead at her 
house in Butely Road, Luton, by her children on 
September 9 when they returned home from 
school. 

Sultan Khan, 50, of Durbar Road, Luton, 
appeared at Luton Crown Court on Friday for a 
preliminary hearing. Wearing a grey tracksuit 
and walking with the aid of crutches, he spoke 
through an interpreter only to confirm his 
name. 

Prosecutor Natalie Carter set out a timetable 
for the progress of the case but said the earliest 
date the murder trial could begin is April 10 next 
year. 

She described Khan as the partner of the vic¬ 
tim. 

Khan was remanded in custody until his next 
appearance at court on December 5. There was 
no application for bail. 


A SHAKE-UP of the electoral boundaries will see 
Dunstable become part of a Luton constituency. 

The entire town, which is currently served by 
South West Bedfordshire MP Andrew Selous, 
will be incorporated into what is now the Luton 
North seat. 

As part of the proposals published by the 
Boundary Commission for England, 
Conservative Mr Selous will take over part of 
what is now the Mid Bedfordshire seat held by 
party colleague Nadine Dorries. The Mid Beds 
seat will be abolished as part of the review. 

Mr Selous’ four Dunstable wards - Dunstable 
Downs, Icknield, Northfields andWatling - will 
be part of what will be called Luton North and 
Dunstable. Kelvin Hopkins is the incumbent 
Luton North Labour MP. 

Mr Selous said: “It is a massive change and I 
am desperately unhappy that I will be losing 
Dunstable and Kensworth. My constituency 
office is in Dunstable and I have lived and 
breathed all of the problems, hopes, joys and 


sadness of the town over the last decade. You 
get very emotionally attached to a place and its 
people and I am sad it has been taken from me. 
It is quite a shock. 

“I do keep more than 60 per cent of my cur¬ 
rent constituents and two of of my three towns 
but I am pushed north.” 

Chris Bryant MP, Labour’s Shadow Political 
and Constitutional Reform Minister, said: 
“Many of the initial proposals for new con¬ 
stituencies reflect the flawed legislation which 
brought them into being. 

“There has been pointless disruption in some 
regions, leading to the unnecessary division of 
traditional communities and making MPs 
more remote from the communities they serve, 
not closer. The task now is to inject some com¬ 
mon sense back into many of these recommen¬ 
dations.” 

There will be two public meetings about the 
changes held at Luton Town Hall on November 
7 and 8.

A FISHING equipment store owner who 
had thousands of pounds worth of 
clothing stolen by a gang is considering 
shutting up shop for good after believ¬ 
ing he was going to be murdered. 

Shane Kelly said he thought ‘this is the 
end’ when six men ran amok in his 
Shaden outlet in John Street, Luton, and 
helped themselves to his £135 Jack Pyke 
jackets. 

Mr Kelly, 49, only opened the store a 
year ago but is ‘seriously thinking about’ 
closing down his family business in the 
interests of safety, following pleas from 
his family to do so. 

When the robbers entered the store at 
around 6pm on September 8, Mr Kelly 
was surrounded, and was reminded of 
the tragic fate of his best friend Jashbai 
Patel, the owner of Moon’s Newsagents, 
in Park Street, who was murdered in June 
2009 for £20 in cash. 

Mr Kelly said: “I knew I was in trouble, 


no doubt. All I could hear was coat hang¬ 
ers falling on the floor. I thought my life 
could be over. 

“I was just thinking about my safety. It 
only took a few minutes, but it felt like 
hours. I was disgusted because we have 
put so much work into this business to 
make it into a mini-community, and to 
make fishing affordable for lower prices. 
If I can’t do that, what’s the point? 

“After it was over I thanked God. I feel I’m 
lucky with what happened. My best friend 
of 20 years was Jashbai Patel. They just took 
the stuff and left. But money is the least of 
my worries. I’ll be really sad to shut it down. 
I’m seriously considering it. The main thing 
stopping me is the support I’ve had from 
other members of the community.” 

The robbers escaped in a blue Nissan 
Terrano. 

Mr Kelly added: “Days later I saw one of 
the men while driving in Stopsley but, by 
the time the police had arrived, they’d 
left. If anybody hears anything, or knows 
where my equipment is, can they please 
call the police.”

Pregnant wife of accused also charged 


THE pregnant wife of one of the four 
men charged with slavery offences earli¬ 
er this week has also been charged. 

Josie Connors, 30, was arrested on 
Sunday in connection with the Green 
Acres site near Leighton Buzzard, which 
was raided by more than 200 police offi¬ 
cers. 

She was released on bail earlier in the 
week but on Thursday was charged with 
two counts of conspiracy to hold people 
in servitude, and two further counts of 


requiring alleged victims to perform 
forced labour. 

She will remain on bail before she 
appears before Luton Magistrates’ Court 
on Thursday. 

Four men were remanded in custody 
on Tuesday after appearing at the court. 

Brothers James Connors, 23, Tommy 
Connors, 26, Patrick Connors, J9 and 
their brother-in-lawjames Connors, 33, 
are charged with offences under section 
7 J of the Coroners and Justice Act. 


Chief executive 
not dismissed 
over ‘racist joke’ 

THE boss of Bedfordshire FA who 
admitted to an ‘error of judgement’ 
in forwarding a ‘racist’ email has 
not been fired. 

Luton on Sunday understands 
chief executive Peter Brown, who 
last week apologised for sending a 
message ‘joke’ depicting a black 
Scottish dog, has been handed a 
final written warning following a 
disciplinary process. 

Mr Brown, 65, who has worked for 
Beds FA for more than 40 years and 
is due to retire next year, stepped 
down from the national FA Council 
after his ‘mistake’ came to light. 

On Wednesday, the county’s local 
FA council, which runs football in 
Bedfordshire, will have a routine 
meeting where the events of the 
last two weeks will be discussed. 

Although the council has no 
powers, it is understood Mr 
Brown’s future will largely depend 
on what happens during the 
meeting, and whether members 
want him to remain in his role. 

Richard Robinson, chairman of 
Beds FA, said: “A statement will be 
released next week after I’ve met 
with council members.”

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Signs to ease town 
centre congestion

CONGESTION-RIDDEN Dunstable will 
get a boost next month with the intro¬ 
duction of Ml signs telling motorway 
drivers when there is traffic in the town 
centre. 

A CCTV unit will tell the Highways 
Agency of possible tailbacks on the High 
Street, and this information would be 
used by the Agency to put congestion 
notices on the Ml to discourage motorists 
from diverting onto the A5. 

At first, the congestion signs will only 
appear northbound as there are currently 
not any in existence southbound. 

However, when the Ml widening project 
between functions 10-13 is complete in 
2013, it is hoped the signs will be added 
southbound. 

A Highways Agency spokeswoman said: 
“We’re committed to giving as much 
information as possible to road users on 
our network.” 

In April, it was confirmed that the 
Department for Transport would be con¬ 
tributing £45 million to the Dunstable 
Northern Bypass (A5-M1 Link scheme), 
with a further £5 million from Central 
Bedfordshire Council. There were still a 
number of steps to be taken, but it was 
hoped that the planned public enquiry 



would go ahead from February next year 
with the road construction to start from 
the end of 2014. 

It is hoped the road will begin being 
used between the second half of 2016 and 
early 2017, subject to enquiry. 


New academy 
project given 
the go-ahead 

THE green light has been given to a £3 
million multi-purpose education and 
training campus to provide much 
needed school places because of 
Luton’s rocketing birth rate. 

A new primary school, football acade¬ 
my and learning support centre are 
being proposed as part of the redevel¬ 
opment of the former site of Barnfield 
South Academy based at Cutenhoe 
Road, Luton. 

In the first phase of the project, a third 
of the site will be used to provide for 
a self-contained 630-place primary 
school, due to open in September 2012. 

Part of the site would be leased to 
Luton Town to develop a base for their 
football academy to be used as the 
first team training venue. The new 
development will also allow the club to 
relocate some of their community 
activities from Kenilworth Road stad¬ 
ium. 

Cllr Tahir Khan said: “The develop¬ 
ment of a new school will tackle the 
town’s shortage of primary school 
places and the learning support centre 
will allow young people to gain skills 
that will improve their educational 
achievements and increase their 
chances of getting employed. 

“The opportunities that Luton Town 
FC is hoping to achieve will allow 
increased participation in sporting and 
leisure activities which will have an 
impact on improving people’s health.”

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Cash review could lead 
to kids’ centres closing

CHILDREN'S centres may be 
closed as a council reviews how 
money is allocated to the service. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
launched a consultation on 
Wednesday about the future 
provision of the centres as 
contracts for them are due to end 
in March next year. 

The consultation, which runs 
until October 26, is asking for 
comments on a range of options, 
including rearranging all 22 
existing centres into nine clusters 
or closing some facilities that 
serve more wealthy communities. 

In Luton, the town’s 23 centres 
are also up for review. 

Central Beds Councillor Mark 
Versallion said: “These centres are 


a key part of our early 
intervention work to improve the 
life chances for children across 
Central Bedfordshire. By support¬ 
ing families early on, either 
through parenting advice or 
signposting to benefits, health 
and other services, we can help 
tackle issues such as poverty, 
ill-health and low educational 
achievement. 

“This consultation is about 
making sure that the money we 
spend on this service makes the 
greatest difference to the lives of 
children and families who most 
need our support. 

“We’re keen to hear people’s 
views on the extent to which we 
should arrange resources to 
particularly help the most 
vulnerable families. 

“Although we have put a range 


of options on the table we are 
keeping an open mind about 
future provision and the decision 
will not be made finally until all 
the responses to the consultation 
have been fully considered. 

“None of the options will impact 
on the provision of early years 
education and childcare as these 
services are not delivered through 
our children’s centres.”

Consultation doc¬ 
uments are also available from all 
children’s centres. 

Feedback from the consultation 
will be presented to the council’s 
Executive in January which will 
decide about the future organisa¬ 
tion of children’s centres in 
Central Bedfordshire.

Mr Selous said: “Blood cancer, like leukaemia, mainly 
affects young children and many die needlessly 
because not enough potential donors have come 
forward on the register. 

“The Anthony Nolan Charity are highly respected in 
this field and work very closely with the NHS and 


provide far more stem cells for transport than the 
NHS does itself. 

“I know that there are many people locally who will 
want to help. I hope that the family and friends of 
18-30-year-old men will encourage them to log on to 
the website www.anthonynolan.org/mp and put in the 
code PE24.”

The man was reported by two col¬ 
leagues and jailed for four months, 
but what would have happened if 
that attack had taken place in the 
victim’s home and there had been 
no witnesses? 

There are, very worryingly, an 
increasing number of people slip¬ 
ping into dementia, who at the 
moment still live in their own 
homes. Some of them have carers 
going in to administer medication 
and give other very personal assis¬ 
tance - how can we be sure those 
carers are really caring, efficient and 
above all, particularly with dementia 
patients, understanding? 

Dementia patients are so very 
vulnerable. Any complaints they 
make could be passed off as 
‘confusion’. 

It has been reported that for an 
increasing number of domiciliary 
carers English is not their first 
language - they have difficulty 
making themselves understood, 
they do not always know how to 
operate basic kitchen equipment 
and prepare the simplest of meals. 

Dementia patients need to have 
carers who they can understand; if 
they don’t they will possibly become 
agitated and stressed. Above all they 
need carers who are able to under¬ 
stand their needs and who will try to 
communicate with them. 

I am deeply concerned that if too 
many non-English speaking carers 
are given responsibility for looking 


after dementia patients we shall 
soon be getting reports of serious 
incidents involving dementia 
sufferers.

RSPCA farm animals scientist 
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EDL chief vows to 
ignore bail terms

THE leader of the English 
Defence League said he will 
continue to break his bail 
conditions days after he was 
released from custody. 

EDL chief Stephen Lennon, 
known as Tommy Robinson, of 
Luton, was released from prison 
on Monday after being on remand 
for seven days for breaking 
restrictions imposed on him by 
Blackburn Magistrates’ Court. The 


conditions state he must not 
knowingly organise, travel to, or 
participate in any march, 
demonstration, protest or similar 
more than ten miles out of Luton 
following an alleged assault. 

But Mr Lennon broke these by 
attending a demonstration in 
Tower Hamlets, in London earlier 
this month. 

Last week the 26-year-old went 
on hunger strike while being held 
in Bedford Prison, with around 
100 EDL members turning up 
outside in protest against Mr 


Lennon being on remand. Around 
40 police officers were present but 
the demonstration passed 
peacefully. 

Mr Lennon said: “It’s my 
democratic right for free speech 
and the conditions imposed on 
me mean I can’t even send a text 
message. 

“The police are being used as an 
arm of Government control. I’ll 
break my conditions, I don’t care, 
no-one else would have such 
conditions if they were accused of 
assault.” 


Get boost on to 
property ladder 

FIRST-time buyers have been 
given a boost with the launch of a 
new scheme which means they 
do not have to have a large 
deposit already saved up. 

Most lenders currently look to 
lend at 75 per cent which 
requires the purchaser to pay a 
25 per cent deposit. 

Under the new scheme, Luton 
Borough Council would act as 
guarantor for first home-buyers 
on up to 20 per cent of their 
mortgage, meaning only a five 
per cent deposit would be 
required. 

This will allow first-time buyers 
to get a 95 per cent mortgage on 
similar terms as a 75 per cent 
mortgage but without the large 
deposit normally required.

Change in the rules after 
memory sticks go missing

A CHANGE in policy was made at 
the council after hundreds of 
memory sticks containing 
valuable data were lost. 

In January, Luton on Sunday 
exclusively revealed that Luton 
Borough Council sent an email to 
staff saying 700 out of 837 USB 
devices issued had gone missing 
since 2003. 

That followed a Town Hall 
review which was carried out in 
the summer of 2010 to track down 
the lost sticks. 

The breach was referred to the 
Information Commissioner (ICO) 
watchdog, an independent body 
which promotes data privacy and 
has the authority to fine 
organisations up to £500,000. 

Last month, the ICO concluded 
only a small percentage of

missing USB sticks were not 
encrypted, and most did not 
contain personal data. 

It said staff issued with USB 
memory sticks should only be 
able to store data on encrypted 
devices, a policy which the 
council says it had already put in 
place when the issue of the 
missing devices came to light. 

A Town Hall spokesman said: 
“The council takes its duty of 
keeping personal data 
confidential very seriously, and 
even though no data has been 


found to be lost, we reported the 
possibility of a breach in some of 
our memory sticks to the 
Information Commissioner at the 
same time as changing our 
procedures to ensure that our 
data is always kept safe. 

“The Commissioner concluded 
that no sanction was necessary as 
it was established that only a 
small percentage of the untraced 
devices will be subject to the 
encryption flaw and the majority 
contain no personal data. 

“However, as the risk is 
unknown, the Commissioner has 
asked us to ensure that we will 
only hold data on mobile devices 
which are encrypted and to 
update our policies and training 
to ensure that all staff understand 
our responsibilities and their role 
in keeping data safe. 

“We had already put these 
actions in place when we first 
noticed the possibility of a breach 
in some of our memory sticks.”

Grieving mum’s bid 
awareness after her 


WHEN Sarina Shah took her 
baby to Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital with a temperature at 
midnight on Christmas Eve, 
the staff were having their 
Christmas meal. 

After little Szul-Shen was 
looked at by an Accident & 
Emergency Department doctor, 
who said her temperature had 
gone down, the mother and 
daughter were sent home in the 
early hours of Christmas Day. 

But after a few hours’ sleep, 
Szul-Shen began vomiting blood 
and developed a clot on the side 
of her head. 

Sarina brought her sick baby 
back to the L&D, but she died 
shortly after her re-admission. 

The cause was meningitis 
septicaemia, which can strike 
anyone without warning, killing 
one in ten, and leaving a quarter 
of survivors with life-long 
after-effects. 

After Szul-Shen’s death, Sarina 
took down the Christmas tree, 
and subsequently never 
celebrated a festive season until 
last year because of the ‘guilt’ 
she would have felt. 

Sarina said: “Christmas is about 
celebration and being with the 
ones you love. How could anyone 
enjoy Christmas Day without 
her? 

“I didn’t grieve. I was in a state 


A MOTHER whose five-month-old daughter died of 
meningitis on Christmas Day has reached the stage 
where she can finally talk about her devastating loss. 
Now she wants to raise awareness about the 
symptoms of the disease, but it has been a long road 
for Sarina Shah, of Roydon Close, Luton, since that 
tragic day in 2002.

my son is five. For his first four 
years, he never had anything.” 

Three months after Szul-Shen’s 
death, and following a complaint 
by Sarina lodged with the L&D, 
the hospital sent her a letter of 
condolence and explained that 
the A&E doctor who initially 
assessed Szul-Shen was not a 
qualified paediatrician, nor did 
he consult such a staff member 
before discharging her. 

In its letter the L&D said it was 
planning to ‘ensure all unwell 
children under the age of two 
will be seen by a pediatrician’. 

Sarina added: “I thought the 
staff were more interested in 
their Christmas meal when I 
first brought in Szul-Shen. 

“At the time I did blame the 
hospital, but I understand that 
meningitis is hard to pick up. I 
don’t think the hospital was at 
fault. She’d been ill for a while,

and I’d taken her to a GP twice. 
No referral was made. 

“I don’t think her symptoms 
were taken seriously until a 
paediatrician looked at her. 
Szul-Shen didn’t have a rash 
until the end. 

“Sometimes a rash is the last 
thing to come out. There are 
other symptoms, like stiffness 
in the neck, a dislike of bright 
lights, you don’t like being 
handled. 

“If it’s picked up early enough, 
the chances of survival are very 
high. The hospital never told me 
about the Meningitis Trust, but 
two years ago I got in touch with 
them and they arranged for me 
to have 


counselling. For years I felt 
resentment towards the medical 
profession, but also myself. 

“I’d been paranoid about my 
son for three or four years, 
always going to the doctors. 

“That was the first step towards 
accepting what had happened.” 

Sarina is supporting the 
Meningitis Research 
Foundation’s (MRF) ‘Counting 
the Cost of Meningitis’ cam¬ 
paign, which calls on 
the Government to 
push for a Men B 
vaccine. Also, 
happily, she is i 
currently six 
weeks pregnant. "

“I’m hoping this Christmas, with 
another child on the way, this 
will be a new way forward for 
our family. My son wants a girl 
and for her to be called Szul-Shen.

I KNOW the rise in tuition fees is not exactly 
news. MPs have fought over it, the Lib Dems 
have suffered over it because of their broken 
promises, others have tried to justify it and we 
have even had riots over it. 

Yet it is when the realities of the costs of going 
to university come to your own door it really hits 
home. 

What has happened in the past 30 years has 
taken us from free University tuition backed up 
by a nice grant cheque each term (for everyone 
apart from the well off) to the prospect of us pay¬ 
ing at least £9,000 a year for the privilege. 

Social changes have meant more kids staying on 
in 6th forms which have increased in size ten¬ 
fold. Indeed in two years time it will be compul¬ 
sory for students to stay on at school until they 
are 18 years old. 

Therefore there would be a natural increased 
demand for school students to want to go to uni¬ 
versity, which has led to more courses. Some are a 
bit daft - where did degrees in Comedy and 
Make-Up Artistry come from? For those that care, 
try Southampton and Swansea. 

And, of course the last Tory Government swept 
away polytechnic colleges and made them all 
universities, although I am yet to hear a proper 
explanation as to why. 

The present Mrs Lowe took the traditional uni¬ 
versity route, whereas I went to part time 
universities, first the OU then Birkbeck. Our kids, 
needing to 

be ever more creative, are now looking towards 
continental Europe. 

These are seriously being considered, as they 
are a lot cheaper. Perhaps instead of a student rail 
card an easyjet card would be more appropriate. 

Denmark and Norway were discussed and 
Holland and Germany are major contenders - all 
countries with better and cheaper education. 

Their standards of living seem to be better as 
well, which questions some of the excuses, sorry 
reasons, given for charging such high fees The 
eldest one is off to De Montfort, Leicester this 
week and has made it just before the big price 
hike kicks in. 


Kids eye up Europe 
for cheaper uni tuition 

Even now paying for it is no mean feat and the 
dream of languishing in an alcoholic haze while 
lecturers drone on in the background has been 
dashed forever. A Subway will be a once in a 
month luxury. 

The other two might have to settle for a trade, 
which may be no bad thing. 

Professions such as journalism and solicitors 
never used to need a degree and I can see that 
returning. 

Still it is back to the 1930s for the rest of us 
where university life in the UK will once again be 
a rich kid’s privilege. 

Still at least we will all know our place - bring 
back rationing. 

T ALKING of privileges for the rich, the 

Transport Secretary has called trains a rich 
man’s toy. I wrote to Philip Hammond, MP, 
who is that very Secretary, last year, complaining 
of our train service. 

Scruffy, poorly maintained, often late and prob¬ 
ably the most expensive in Europe, I said. 

He replied that he heard what I was saying and 
the new Con-Lib Government was looking at 
ways to improve the railways, although, of course, 
they should pay their own way. 

Since then, prices have gone up twice the rate of 
inflation and are about to rise again. 

It is undoubtedly the case that it is cheaper to 
drive than take the train, when logic tells us that, 
both environmentally and in cost terms, the 
opposite ought to be the case. 

How can it be cheaper for me to drive myself on 
today’s crowded roads than to sit with several 
hundred other people being pulled by one driver 
and one engine in a traffic-free straight line? 

Perhaps we should get a group of economists to 
discuss it. On second thoughts ...

THE POWER OF PARTNERSHIPS 

How two of Luton’s successful secondary schools are working together to drive up standards 


In September 2008 a unique 
development took place in the 
organisation of secondary schools in 
the town when Dame Yasmin Bevan, 
then head teacher of Denbigh High 
School, was asked to become the 
Executive Principal and head teacher 
of both Denbigh High School and 
Challney High School for Boys. The 
governors decided to make this move 
on the retirement of Challney Boys’ 
highly successful head teacher, as a 
way of supporting the continued 
improvement of these two outstanding 
schools. 

There have been significant benefits to 
the schools from the partnership. 

Some of the most notable include the 
professional development of staff 
through shared learning initiatives 
where they critically evaluate and learn 
from the best practice in both schools. 

As well as the further improvements in 
teaching and learning that have come 
out of the partnership, the students 
have benefited in many other ways. 
Innovative lessons shared by students 
from both schools are commonplace 



and the students themselves have 
opportunities to lead learning activities 
in their partner school. 

Working in partnership for the benefit 
of the young people of Luton is not 
restricted to Denbigh High and 
Challney Boys’ schools. The schools 
work very closely with the other 
Luton high schools through the 
Campus Luton partnership and with 
The Chiltern Training Group (training 
the teachers of the future) and its 
Luton Curriculum Network. With 
Luton’s other head teachers they work 
together to coordinate sporting 
provision, share professional training 
and development and exchange the 
best practice. Partnerships with local 
primary schools help to make the 
transfer between schools easier for 
year 6 pupils as they move to year 7 
and also helps to make sure that 
younger pupils can benefit from the 
schools’ sports and science expertise. 
The steady improvement in test and 
exam results across Luton over recent 
years is yet another indication of the 
benefit of partnerships such as these. 

Nationally the two schools work in 
partnership with schools as far afield as 
Devon and Yorkshire to help review 
each other’s progress and give each 
other guidance on further 
developments. As the Executive 
Principal, Dame Yasmin, puts it, 
“Without doubt I can say that we have 
achieved more, faster by working 
together than we would have done by 
ourselves.” 

So has it worked? The most casual 
perusal of the exam results over the 


last three years would suggest a 
resounding “yes”. 

Since 2008 at Denbigh the percentage 
of pupils achieving five or more GCSE 
passes at grades A*-C that include the 
key subjects of English and 
mathematics has risen by nearly 20% 
from 47% in 2008 to 66% this year. 
Pupils achieving five or more grades 
A*-C in GCSE and equivalent exams 
generally has risen by 26% over the 
same period from 74% in 2008. You 
don’t need an A*-C in mathematics 
yourself to work out that 100% of 
pupils now achieve this threshold at 
the school. At Challney Boys’ School 
the results have improved by 20% and 
22% respectively. At 77%, the 
combined English and mathematics 
outcome is a massive 24% better than 
the 2010 national average. 

Of course, there is far more to a really 
good education than exam results - 
important as they are. Working with 
parents to help young people become 
confident, happy and productive 
members of society is key to the 
success of the schools. This has 
included sharing strategies that have 
continued to raise standards of 
discipline and attendance by rewarding 
and recognising the achievements of 
their pupils while providing clear, safe 
and secure boundaries to guide their 
behaviour. 

Future Partnerships 

In July of this year, the government 
announced that Challney High School 
for Boys was to be designated as a 
National Teaching School with Denbigh 


High as a strategic partner. Rather like 
Teaching Hospitals, Teaching Schools 
are regarded as centres of excellence 
that will act as a hub for the training 
and development of teachers over a 
wide area. “This is a great 
responsibility and a great opportunity,” 
says Dame Yasmin, “...for us to extend 
the benefits of working in partnership 
even more widely and we are really 
looking forward to this development.” 

The education policies of both the last 
government and this government 
established that schools working 
together is the most effective model 
for improving standards of education in 
the country. The experiences of 
Denbigh High, Challney Boys and their 
other partners locally and nationally 
certainly add credence to this 
philosophy.

KEITH Keane has drawn favourable compar¬ 
isons between the styles of former Hatters 
manager Mike Newell and current chief Gary 
Brabin after making his 250th appearance for 
the club Tuesday’s 2-0 win at Telford. 

It’s easy to forget that the home town star is still 
only 24 years of age but in that time he has 
played in four different divisions under five 
bosses. 

Keane is the only member of the current squad 
to have won a promotion with Town after mak¬ 
ing his debut in Newell’s side that romped to the 
League One title in 2004/05 to reach the 
Championship - the club’s most successful sea¬ 


sons since their halcyon days of the eighties. 
Now Brabin is in the hotseat, attempting to steer 
the club back to the Football League. And with 
Luton still unbeaten, after yesterday’s 1-0 win 
over Lincoln City, Keane can see similarities 
between the two Liverpudlians. 

He said: “I haven’t had any bad managers. I’ve 
had managers that are very different and I would 
say that Mike Newell, Mick Harford and Gary 
Brabin are similar. They don’t focus too much on 
tactics but more are about belief in the team. 

“Richard Money and Kevin Blackwell were 
about tactics but it’s a good experience to play 
under different managers. 

“Gary Brabin just says to me, ‘get about the 
pitch and do what you’re good at’, he doesn’t try 
to tag me with certain things, he just wants me to 


play to the best of my ability, and to enjoy it. With 
Mike Newell, sometimes if we’d won the previ¬ 
ous week, he say, ‘go and do what you did last 
Saturday’, and then walk out of the changing 
room. They both put a lot of trust in the players 
and that breeds confidence.” 

In the Championship, Keane played alongside 
many players that now ply their trade in the 
Premier League but says he has no regrets about 
sticking with Luton. 

“You always think, what if? But if you keep 
thinking about it then it will ruin you,” he said. 
“As long as you’re happy, that’s the main thing 
and I’m happy playing for Luton, so I can’t ask for 
much more. 

“I’m at home with my friends and family everyday.
